ter in Pennsylvania. 


FiRt FIGHTERS BURNED TO DEATH. 


A Train Containing Seventy-Fir* Hen 


Leaves the Track and Topplee Over 
Into a Sen of Flume—The Superintend- 
ent of the Road and Several OtUen 
Burned 
lo Death — An Experience 


Never To Be Forgotten. 
KEATIXQ SUMMIT, Pa., May 12.—Par- 


ticulars of the disaster to the traiu men 
who went out to fight tbe forest fires are 
as follows: At Moore's Run, on tbe 
Sinnemahouing road, 
a 
trainload of 


seventy-five willing men sent out from 
Austin Sunday night had been lighting 
back the fire by every conceivable means. 
They made trenches, piled up earth and 
lighted back fires, but 
were finally 


obliged to retreat. 
The men hastily 


boarded the train and started to make • 
run to another point, when it was found 
they were hemmed in by the forest Orel 
on one side and a huge skidway of logs on 
the other. It was finally decided to dash 
past the burning skidway, and the en- 
gineer and fireman, with faces covered 
with dampened cloths and their hands 
and arms wrapped in wool, mounted the 
little engine and pulled out through the 
wall of fire. The seventy-five exhausted 
men gathered in groups on the flats for 
protection, or lay on their faces on the 
floor. 


In a Sea of Flame. 


Just opposite the million feet of burn- 


ing logs, where the heat, smoke and flame 
were greatest, a terrible thing occurred. 
The engineer bad forgotten that such 
great heat would surely spread the rails, 
and he pulled the throttle wider in the 
hope of sooner escaping from a torment 
of beat and smoke. Then there was a 
lurch, an ominous heaving, and a shriek 
of despair as the traiu toppled over into 
the hell of fire beneath. A scene ensued 
never to be forgotten by those who e« 
caped, though every man will bear to 
his grave a mark of that awful moment. 
The cars caught fire like so many paper 
playthings, and the men, half-blinded and 
scarcely realizing anything except that 
they were being slowly roasted to death, 
struggling fearfully to regain tbe track, 
where safety lay for a time at least. 


Superintendent Badger Cremated. 


Those uninjured from tbe fall and only 


smarting from the pain of intense heat, 
bravely turned their burned, blackened 
hands to aid their more unfortunate fel- 
lows. Superintendent 
Badger, superin- 


tendent of the Sinnemahoning Valley 
railroad, was in charge of the relief train 
and bad worked the hardest of all to 
save the properties of others. When tbe 
train ditcb%d and rolled over so suddenly 
ha must have been injured so as to be 
unable to help himself, and owing to the 
smoke anil panic be was not found un- 
til too late, jammed in the wreck. He 
had evidently slowly burned to death. 
It is known that six others also misera- 
bly perished at once or died soon after- 
ward, and thirty others of the party were 
badly burned, many probably fatally, 
owing to fears that they inhaled the 
flames that seemed to fairly spring into 
their faces. Seven others o£ the party 
are missing, and their fate is unknown, 
though they are likely in the charred 
woo 1 of the logs or the train. 


The End !• Not Yet. 


On ing to the great devastation done to 


everything in the way of tbe flre comma 
ir cat ion is badly interrupted, and it is inv 
possible to learn the names of the men 
burned or those still missing. As to the 
damage it is known 40,000,000 feet of hem- 
lock logs and timber and 25,000 cords ol 
valUHble bark has already been destroyed, 
and the fires are raging without any ap- 
preciable diminution. 
Late dispatches 


from Austin confirm former reports. The 
body of the superintendent has been 
found, burned to a crip, and the entire 
party would have perished in the burn- 
ing train or forest fire had they not im- 
mersed themselves in a creek. The fires 
have 
been 
raging forty-eight hoars. 


Twelve solid miles of lumber in one dis- 
trict have already been burned, and the 
end is not yet. 


MISCELLANEOUS MISHAPS. 


Hurled Under a Train. 


LIMA, Ohio, May 12.—A frightful aeci 


dent happened at Fort Jennings, a small 
station northwest of this city OB the To- 
ledo, St. Louis and Kansas City railroad. 
A number of men were engaged unload- 
ing a thrashing machine when a passen- 
ger train came around a curve, and the 
engine struck a piece of timber which 
projected over the track. The men were 
hurled under the train, and Henry Mil- 
ler, Henry Slotman, and Louis Lence 
were killed and several others injured. 


An Actress Terribly Burned. 


PATEBSON, N. J., May 12—Mrs. Mabel 


Fenton, who assumes tbe leading female 
role in John C. Rice's "Knotty Affair'' 
company, was curling her hair in the 
dressing room of Jacob's opera house in 
this city when her clothing caught flre

The doctors said she would ba unable 
to appear on the stage for at least three 
weeks.

colored men who had been eugaged by 
F. N. Davis, proprietor of the brick yard, 
to take their places. 
Davis, his son, and 


•even negroes, all heavily armed, were 
going to work when they were intercept- 
ed by a band of fifty or more striken! 
and ordered back. 
Davis warned the 


strikers to get out of the way. The lat- 
ter refused, and 
Davis and bis men 


opened fire. Two of the strikers were 
mortally wounded, one dying later, and 
nine others were more or less hurt. The 
Davis party were all arrested. Uavis 
says the strikers had guns, but tbe latter 
deny it.

They hasti- 
ly repaired to the room which bad been 
engaged, and a half dozen bottles of wine 
were ordered sent up. One of the strang- 
ers carried with a great show of solicitude 
a narrow box about four., feet long. The 
hotel people became suspicious and set e 
porter to watch parlor "B." The porter 
did so, and in a short time appeared at 
tha clerk's desk, fairly breathless, and de- 
clared tbat the occupants of parlor "B" 
were evidently burglars.

The constitution of the United States ha* 


a word to say about the appointment ot 
presidential electors. That instrument has 
tbe following- 


Each stale shall appoint, in. tut >i manner 


an Ote legislature UtereoJ may direct, a 
number of ejectors equal to tbe whole num- 
ber of senators and representatives to which 
tbe state may be entitled m congress; but 
no senator or representative, or person hold- 
ing an office of trust or profit under tbe 
United States shall be appointed an elector. 


The legislature ia Michigan has pro- 


reeded, in strict conformity with the above, 
to say how the electors shall be named in 
that state. 
It has passed a law directing 


each congressional district to name its own 
elector and providing for the ejection ol 
two at large. The bill that was introduced 
some months ago is now a law. 


This matter has mightily disturbed the 


republicans all me r the country. 
Every 


professional one of them now has an attack 
of chronic fits that looks like St Vitus 
dance. They are howling all along the 
line, it appears that they jreally dont fee 
well about the matter. And the papers are 
in the worst fix of all. You would think 
that some one lately made an attempt to 
poison them. 


Because this law was passed by thi 


Michigan legislature we have been told tba 
the democrats are rascals, scoundrels, polit 
ical bullies and everything else that is no 
angelic. Now did the Michigan legislature 
do anything that it had not u perfect righ 
to do" Does not the constitution directly 
and expressly gife it warrant for what i 
has done4 Was not the action of tba 
legislature within the spirit of the Federal 
constitution, aa well as within it* letter?

What Came* the Delay. 


A great many people wonder why work 


does not begin on the syndicate block, that 
was announced a year ago as about to be 
erected on North Main street, between 
Main and Prairie streets. It is generally 
understood that there has been some trouble 
about getting a clear title.

up yesterday b the arrest of Hugh P. Kc- 
Kamee, one o h e prominent citizens and a 
leading business man. The charge as first 
reported was robbing the mails, bat as lie 
took no money from the mails, the charge 
is technically "tampering with and delaying 
the malls." 
The case against Mr. Mc- 


Namee looks like a very clear one, although 
he himself tells a plausible story about it. 


For some time complaints have been 


made to the government about letters being 
lost that were addressed to Bement. Especi- 
ally has the Bement bank suffered in this 
way. So many ot the bank's letters have 
gone astray that other banks have refused 
to give it credit, thinking that the lost let- 
ters were unanswered by the bank. Whole- 
sale houses which had bills to collect at the 
village have been unable to get answers to 
their letters. 


Snecial Agent Gilbert of tbe mail service 


was detailed by the department to find tbe 
trouble. He began about a week ago by 
addressing decoy letters to the bank. They 
did not get there. Yesterday morning he 
came to Decatur and had decoy letters 
written to the bank by the Young Brothers 
& Maris Co., and uy E. D. Bartholomew & 
Co.

locked up iu tbe Bement pouch and then 
went to Bement on the same train. Ue 
lounged around the office till the mail was 
opened and tbe bank came'for its mail. 
TheJetters were not in it 


Gilbert had seen Hugh McNamee, who Is 


a son of Postmaster John McNamee, behind 
the boxes. 
When the bank got its mail, 


Gilbert started out for Mr. McNamee. He 
found him in a church which he was show- 


• ing a visitor. The special agent says that 
when he entered Mr. McNamee tried to slip 
some letters from his pocket uader a cush 
ion. butdid not succeed. 


McNamee was taken to Springfield yes- 


terday and given a preliminary examination 
before the United States commissioner. 
The story told by the special agent there 
was that McNamee has been- hard pressed 
in his business, and to stay bis creditors, 
has been opening letters addressed to the 
bank and taking out drafts that were 
diawn on tbe McNamee firm. Of course il 
tbe bank did not get the drafts it could not 
present them. It is stated that over 8900 
of indebtedness has been held off in this 
way. 


At the examination McNamee was rep- 


resented by J. M. Graham, of Springfield. 
They set up this defense: Just as Mr. Me- 
Namee entered the postoftice yesterday 
morning he 
met 
at 
the 
door 
this 


friend 
who wanted 
to 
look at 
the 


church. "All 
right," 
said McNamee, 


"just wait till I get my mail, and I'll go 
with you." The McNamee box and the 
bank's box are near each other, and Mr. 
McNaraee got the wrong mail accidentally. 
That is how he happened to have the bank's 
mail on bis person when arrested. 


McNamee was held to await tbe action of 


the grand jury iu $1,000 bail. It was fur- 
nished by his father John McNamee, Judge 
W. G. Cloyd, and himself. The grand jury 
meets June 3. The penalty for tampering 
with or delay ing the mails is three years 
imprisonment.
